wholeſome counſell :as-alſothat the inhabicants in their ex- 
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crewitieare preferred before ſtrangers, The moderationof tees 
likewiſe, in regard of their ſtanding ftipends,is ſome caſe to the 
purſcs of priuate men, but eſpecially tothe poorer ſort,towhom 
by this meanes they are the betrer . enabled to affoord their 
_ counſell for little or nothing. The countrey round about findeth 
likewiſe every where learned Phyſitians to aduiſe with, as alſo 
.goodand ſufficient ſtuffe, neither fultie nor ſophiſticate, and 
that at a reaſonable rate. Now how farre we come ſhort of this 
ſo laudable and worthie pollicie, thoſe that know any thing are 
not ignorant, We are apt enough to imitate that which is 
naught in out neighbour nations, and why make we-nor vie of 
ſuch things as deſerue praiſe and commendation? From the a» 
' forenamed nation we haue ſo well learned quafhng and car- 
rouſing, together with their ynhappy healths, indecd hinderers 
of all health; that it ſeemeth now co. be naturalized amongſt 
vs :and why are we not as forward for this and ſuch other laus+ 
dable conſtitutions as tend to the benefit of the common» 
wealch? But now to our purpoſe. | | 
One thing which doth principally encourage all manner of The idle inſpe- |

the internall cauſe of the diſeaſe (or the diſcaſe ir ſclfe) annoy= 
ing the aRiqn,it isno maruell if the fignes of each be common 
to both: and thus is the diſeaſe and place affeRed diſcerned 
and knowne, both by the parts of the ſubitance therof, the con- 
rents, adherents, the 4Rion intereſ(*d, together with the acci- 
dents ofthe diſeaſe , from the parts of che ſubſtance of the part 
affeRed: as if we ſhall perceive any griſile of the windpipe to 
be ſpit vp with coughing, it doth argue and indicate to ys an ex- 
ulceration of the lungs , together with a conſumption of the 
ſame. 'From the contents; as if thou ſhalr percciue the chyle 
(that is, the meate received into the Romacke and alittle al- 
rered,) or the ordure iſſue out of a wound, thou mayeſt from 
thence ſafely colle&that either the Romack, or guts are woun- 
ded. Such chings alſo as do adhere or growto the part, doboth 
declare the diſeaſe and the part annoyed therewith, For if ypon 
a fraure of the ſcull there grow out lictle round lumps like yo- 
ro little muſhromes, it doth argue the dammage and hurt of the 
membrane or skin coucring the braines. No lefſe doth the 
hurtofthe ation bewray as well the hurt of the organe and in» 
rumenr of it, as the diſeaſe irfelfe: as the retention of the v- 
rine doth argue an obftruQion in the pipes conueighing the y- 
rine from the kidneyes to the bladder: or the exceſſiue fluxe of 
the ſame being crude and not concoRed, doth argue the indiſ- 
poſition of the kidneyes. Joyne yet withthe former, as moſt 
pregnantproofes and teſtimonies of the diſeaſe, theſe inſepara- 
ble accidents ofthe ſame,commonlIy called pathognomonica, the 


which the diſeaſe it ſelfe doth procure and beger : as a ſtinging ; 
_ andpricking paine p the ſide, ioyned with a burning feauer, 


doth argue not onely a Plenrsſie, butalſo tharthe skin or mem- 
brane which enuironeth the ribs is inflamed.

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from the (ignes called Pathognomonicke,and from the whole 
concourſe of the ſymptomes or accidents: who did likewiſe 
deuide Phyſicke principally into two parts, to wit, that which 
we commonly call Therapenticke,whoſe moſt large and com- 
mon ſcope, is to cure diſeaſes by contrary remedies: and into 
that part which we call-Diagnoſticke ; whoſe moſt common 
ſcope is to diſcerne the whole and ſound from the like, and the 
ſicke and infirme from the whole,being vnlike the ene to the o« 


ther. And this part of Phyſicke doth tarre excell the other, to 


wit, the Therapeuticke , the which without the Diagnoſticke 
is of ſmall vſe or profit, And becauſe it did lay open the perfe& 
and abſolute knowledge of the diſeaſe,by meanes of the fignes 
Pathognomonicke, proper and peculiar ro euery diſcaſe, roge- 
ther with the concurrence of accidents, which the Empiricks 
called gw ports (which were nothing elfe bur the colleQion 
by obſeruation of certaine accidents and circumſtances of diſ- 
eaſes) the later Phyſitians therefore gaue itche name oyyonrt, 
or that part of Phyſicke which handleth the fignes of diſeaſes. 
Wherefore we cannot but much wonder at Galen, a man of fo 
great learning, who beſides rwo-hundreth and fiftie bookes 
written of diverſe ſciences,and of all the other parts of Phyſicke 
aboge foure hundreth; all being likewiſe written in ſo good. 
order and method , thatnotwithſtanding he bath not brought 
to full perfeRionthis ſo noble a part of Phyſicke, called Diag- 
noſticke, but onely diſperſedly here and there, eſpecially in that 
booke called the Conſtitution or ordering of the Art of Phy- 
ficke, hath asic were ſowne ſome ſeeds of the ſame, But yer A- 
vicenua, Rhazes,and other Arabian Phyſitians, and ſuch among 


 theGreeks as haue written of late after Galen, as Paulus, £gi- 
_ neta, Actin, eAltnarine, and Alexander Trallianus , following

the diſeaſed , as hath bene ſaid alreadie, To the end therefore 
that their impudencie may be made manifeſt, and layd open to 
every one, 1 purpoſe to inſert ſomething in this Epiſtle concer- 
ning the differences of fiones, ro the ead tharI may minifter 
occaſion to ſome others more learned then my ſelfe, ro handle 
the ſame by an abſolute & exquiſite method: the which raske [ 
will alſo willingly vndertake for the good of the ficke,if [ may 


_ obraine ſo much time andleiſure,thar at length this ſo hainous 


a faulr, and worthy of no ſmall puniſhment, maybe baniſhed 
from among the compabie of all honeſt and ingenuous Phyfi- 
tians, and aright and perfe& method, as well for diſceming as 


for curing, may be ſer downe.Ngw ir is meu well among 


Phyloſophers as Phyfirians, that theefteRs and accidents do 
indicate and declare their caufes; Tt is hkewiſe well knowne, 
thatthe accidents are nothing elſe bur the « ffeAs pf the diipo= 
fition of the diſeaſe, No man therefore can deny, that the acci- 
dents ( of which number are alſo the aRions interefſed , and 
ſome things which eſſentially do adhere thereunto)do indicate 
and declare; as well the diſcafe as the place affefed, as:being 
theharbour and receptacle of the ſame,andvnto which the re» 
medies ought to.bc applyed. Now as concerning the accidents, 
ſome of them are calied by the Greekes Epiphenomena, thar is, 


fuchas do appeare indeed, but vaniſh away againe before the 
. ciſeale be atan end:others agoine called Pathognomenica,which 
' being of the effence of thedileaſe, do both begin andend with 
| the ſame, And theſe be inſeparable and certain« fignes of the 


diſeaſe, the concourſe of which doth more certainly and truly 
declare vnto vs,the naturezmanner,and kind of the dileaſe;then * 
any vtine can do.

panied with au vicer-like matter alloner his head and necke, and for 
dinerſe dayes did runne great ſtore of this putrid matter from the 
foreſaid ſores. Bat after a moneths ſpace thu child voyded abundance 
of thicke blacke wrine for the ſpace of three dayes together, not with- 
out ſome acrimone and (harpneſſe , accompanied wuh a paine in his 
yard, Jet without any feaner. T bx child did in a very (hort time af- 
ter reconer ; neither would 1 ſuffer any thing to be applyedro his head 
fer caring of his ſcabs, which dra very ſhortly beale of u ſelfe.

It may then plainly appeare, how little truſt we arc to repoſe

Blew vrines,call:d commonly veneta &- cerulea , being as it Of blew vrines. 


were a more remiſſe blacke, and not dyed with ſo great a quan» 
titie of that humour, hath alio diverſe ignifications, Forbeing 
thicke withall,itGgnifiech thar blacke choller,proceeding firlt 
from yellow choller very adaft,doth colour the vrine 2 or elfe 
ſo great cold of the inward parts, that they are almoſt-quitre 
mortificd. It higniherh moreouer, extraordinarie exerciſe of the 
bodie by running. In ſuch as do recover out of any diteaſe, it is. 
afigne ofa laudable criſe, eipecially if it come in any gteat 
quancitie: for by this meanes the adult parts are voyded foorth, 
In old men, if fuch an vrine perſiſt long, it argueth thatthe na* 
turall conflitution of the bladder is altered and changed by bad 
and corrupt humours, In ſuch as are ſubie& ro the ſtone, it isa 
figne of the approching of the Strangutie. The ſame vrine is 
allo ſometimes obſeruedto be thinne, then fignifying the mel- 
ting of melancholy, which doth but a little colour the vrine. 
And ſometimes alſo it Ggnifieth blowes aud Rripes, howbeir

calledgreene oylic vrines. As for the firſt, it fignificth accor- 
ding to our writers, abundance of choler aduſt, and of a ma- 
lighe qualitic, and almoſt readie to be turned into blacke, be- 
ing daily more and more parched and burnt vp, And com- 
monly in the beſt hgnificarion it Fgniftech aduſiion of the hu- 
mours, long continuance and pcrieuerance of the ſame. And 
ſometimes cold in ex:reameſt degree, as was faid before of 
blacke, and then is mortall : eſpecially if leaden colour and 
blacks follow ſucceſſively at diuers times , pulſe feeble , with 
thirſt or ſhort breath. Sometimes againe a Quotidian ague and 
ye!low Taundiſe, eſpecially with an zgue. And howbeirt thefe 
vrines ofcen prove dangerous, yet isnot the caſe alwayes alike: 
for ſometimes this colour may be alſo ſeenc in found & health- 
full bodies. Galen doth willingly confefſe the ſame, Cholericke 
people (taith he) which faft long, do oftentimes make preene and fie - 
rie coloured wrines, And that feeding vpon certaine kinds of 
foode, may produce ſuch an vrine, this enſuing hiftorie may 
eakly deciare, - 
T here was 4 certaine T hyſitian, who hauing fed ou ſome nouriſh» 
ment of that colour, did afterwards.voyd an wrime of the ſame colour, 
which he ſent to another Phyſitian, to fiſh out hu opinion concerning 
the ſame. This other Phyſitian gane ont his verdift concerning the 
great danger this wrine did threaten the owner. But the other ſen» 


ding him backe word againe, that vpon the feeding on ſuch and (nc 


food it was no wncouth thing for him to v1yd ſuch an vrines and 


withall aduiſed bins not to pronounce his opinion ſo peremprorily wpon 
the colonr of the wrine onely, 

The other ſort of greene vrines is a light popiniay greene, 
called alſo an oylie vrine : that is, ſuch whoſe ſudRance isclam- 
mie andthicke,, as oyle or fat molten, It commonly fignifieth 
colliquation, and wafting of the fat within man or woman, as 
proceeding from exceſſiuc heate. And yet ſuch vrines,if blacke 
vrines went before, fignifierh healch at hand. If ir. come ſud- 
denly andin a ſhort time , it arguerh the colliquation or wa- 
fting of the kidneyes only. The higher this colour is,the worfe 
they commonly hold it. But will dwell no longer ypon this 
colour, fince the yncertaintic thereot may be colleRed by that

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which hath bene ſaid alrcadie, | 
As for aſh-coloured or leaden coloured vrines,they hauenot Of afh-colou- 
alwayes one and the ſame fignification mare then the former, © ot Icaden 
If an vrine of this colour be thicke, and greene coloured vrine CER: 
" went before, it fignifieth extreame heate anlurning; if pale 
coloured vrine went before,it doth portend extreame cold and 
mortification. This kind of vrine may alſo proceed from the 
affluxe of melancholicke humours, or eiſe by reaſon of great 
blowesor firipes: and thenjr may prooue a good figne, the ex- 
pulhue power expelling fach reſidence towards the bottome, 
In feauers an vrine of this colour without afy ſecling or reſi= 
dence, is a figne of death, Butin a burning feauer it doth por- 
tend a Strangurie. The ſame cauſes which did produce blew 
vrines, do alſo bring foorth this colour ,. but that in this all 
things are more violent. Sometimes ſuch an vrine is a figne of 
the blacke Iaundiſe proceeding from melancholy, Bur then it 
portends health , eſpecially if it be voyded in any great quan- 
titie and thicke in ſubſtance, by reaſon of the euacuatien of 
ſuch thicke humours. Ir is then apparent that theſe colours 
Ggnifie got alwayes one certaine thing, bur ſometimes quite 
contrary, For the which cauſe it is no maruell if a Phyftian 
who ſhould ſettle his iudgement ſolely thereupon, might eafily 
be deceiued,

like efteR. Inlasks alfo or fluxes of the bellie; as the vrine ſhall 
be the lefſer, ſo ſhall the contents be few or none at all. Some 
certaine conſtitutions alſo gather no fſeclings in their vrines: 
and ſuch as are inpreſent health, and cate much, have a more 
copious refidence, and in Winter it doth more abound then in 
Sommer. Laborious and very painfull people may alſo have lit- 
tle or no contents at all in their vrines. The tune of the fickneſſe 
in which this cometh to paſle, is alſo narrowly to be obſerued: 
for inthe beginning and increaſe of acute diſeaſes, then this 
want of contents argueth great defe& of naturall ftrength and 
vigour, Inthe declining of the diſeafe it is not a meſſeager of 
ſo bad newes , yea although ir werein the vigour and ftrengch 
of it. And moreouer that many diſcaſes are brought to a hap- 
pie and expeRed iſſue without any conrents at all,isno vncouth 
thing. Whar certaintiethen can be'colleed,cither by the pre- 
ſence or yer by the abſence of the contents ? Now howbcic 7 
heretofore ſome contents on the trop of the vrine have bene F 
mentioned, yet are theſe laſt mentioned, moſt-commoniy and Eo 
conſtantly co be ſcene ordinarily in vrines; and therefore are Fe 
more properly called contents, and ſo to be vnderſtood by that 2 
name. Now all theſe three, cloud, {\wimme,and grounds, haue 
one and the ſame materiall cauſe, and their generation is alſo 
alike , differing onely in place and fituation, according to the 
weight of the matter and the concoQion of the diſeaſe. When 
the diſeaſe is yet crude and not concoRed , yet in ſome for> $1 
wardneflſe thereunto, then appeareth that which is commonly wy 
called a cloud, for the proportion and analogie ir ſcemeth ro The cloud.
